The Government's objectives for the planning system were set out in the 

White Paper on the Environment "This Common Inheritance" in the 
following terms: 



Land ... is a finite resource , and we have to find enough for all our 
needs - homes, jobs, shops, food, transport, fuel, building materials 
and reci^tion - while protecting what we value most in our 
surroundings- The task of Government is to set a framework of 
mles and incentives , so that patterns of land use reflect the 
interests of the community as a whole. That framework must 
encourage development in some places, through the designation of 
special areas such as enterprise zones; and it must also protect the 
most sensitive _ environments through areas designated as 
Green Belts, National Scenic Areas and Sites of Special Scientific 
Interest, where tight controls apply, as they also do in designated 
Conservation Areas" . ^ 



The physical planning system is the centre-piece of policy to ensure 
that development and land use are compatible with proper care for 
the environment. The system in Scotland is very similar to that in 
the rest of Britain; but the high quahty of so much of the natural 
environment, the densely populated Central Lowlands with its need 
for economic restructuring, especially in areas on unemployment, and 

the fragile economic base of sparsely populated rural areas aU offer 
special challenges. 

In the past decade the most important of these challenges were* the 
growth of oil activities in the North Sea and on oh, the provision of 
new irfrastructure , especially roads, airports, pipelines and housing 
and the task of regenerating the older conurbations and industrial 
areas. Local authority Structure Plans and pohcies played a major 
part in meeting these challenges with an outstanding degree of 
success which is not always publicly recognised.’ 



The White Paper described the function of planning guidance as follows: 



people plan the use of their land confidently and sensibly 
ana to help planning authorities to interpret the public interest 
wisely and consistently.' 



if ^ Objectives effectively, then planning 

guidance must be clear, relevant and up-to-date. Clarity vrill best be 

served by improving the format and style of existing guidance. Ir 
reviewing these issues the Scottish Office Environment Department has 
assisted by an unpublished research report, commissioned by 
the Department and earned out by the Planning Exchange, entiUed "An 
Evaluauon of the Use and Effectiveness of SDD Planning Publications" 
Conclusions on measures to unprove format and style are set out below 



Relevance w^ be aeWeved by reviewing the content and coverage of all 
existing ^idance, which will he done over the next 3-4 years. Regular 
review will ensure that guidance is kept up-to-date. Work has already 
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been undertaken on the review of the coverage of guidance and a 
suggested list of subjects to be included in the new planning series is set 
out below. The aim is to provide a strategic framework for planning 
guidance in the 1990s while allowing flexibility to add new titles and 
revise guidance in the light of changing circumstances. 

Before outlining the proposals for change, it is worth recording that 
action has already been taken to improve the clarity and relevance of the 
legislative framework. The wide ranging review of the GDO is nearing 
completion and the consolidated Orders will be laid as soon as possible. 
Responses to the consultative drafts welcomed the clearer drafting and 
more logical format of the provisions. Full guidance on the new 
provisions will be issued before the provisions come into force. It is also 
the Government’s intention to introduce a consolidated Town and Country 
Planning (Scotland) Act when Parliamentary time is available. 

Communication of existing guidance has also improved with the preparation 
of an index of extant Circulars last year which has been available on 
request. This consultation paper proposes an index to all planning 

publications. In March 1990 the first revised SDD Planning Bulletin was 
issued and has been a welcome addition to the information available to 
planning authorities. 

Coverage 

Annex A.l provides a list of extant National Planning Guidelines, 
Circulars and Planning Advice Notes and illustrates the breadth of 
existing coverage. However, in reviewing the issues covered, a number 
of gaps and items ready for revision have been identified. Whatever 
style and format is adopted, subject areas which should be addressed in 
any new series would be:

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Further ^idance will be necessary as changes to primary and secondary 
legislation are implemented. The Planning and Compensation Bill which is 
now before Parliament would require significant changes to existing 
secondary legislation eg the GDO, the EA Regulations, the Simplified 
Planning Zones Regulations and the Advert Regulations. New guidance 
will therefore be needed on those changes. 

Views are sought on the priority to be attached to the particular subject 
areas mentioned above. New and revised guidance on all subjects would 
take around 3-4 years to complete. It is therefore important that 
guidance is produced on the most pressing environmental problems as 
soon as posible, while in other areas existing guidance may be sufficient 
in the short term. Work is already well advanced on draft guidance on 
land for business and industry, skiing, minerals development, and the 
preparation of structure plans. These will be the subject of consultation 
over the next 6 months. Consultees are invited to suggest other 

guidance which would benefit from revision and new areas which ought to 
be addressed. The proposed coverage of guidance would not be set in 
stone, unchangeable for 4 years. Flexibility will be maintained so that 
new guidance can be issued in response to new problems, while amended 
guidance may be issued in the light of changing circumstances or policy 
priorities . 

Format 



At present guidance is issued to local authorities in a number of forms: 

National Planning Guidelines provide locational guidance for 
development requiring specialised site conditions in short 
supply, eg petrochemicals and skiing. 

Departmental Circulars provide statements of ministerial policy 
on the spectrum of planning issues eg development involving 
agricultural land or Green Belts. Circulars also provide advice 
on legislative changes following a development in Government 
policy eg Circular 4/89 on the changes to the Use Classes 
Order. Additionally, Circulars advise on purely procedural 
matters eg Circular 7/90 on changes to the Written Submission 
Appeals Procedure. 

Plsinning Advice Notes set out advice on good practice on 
specific issues eg the recently revised PAN36 ’Siting and Design 
of New Housing in the Countryside’. 

Annex A.l provides a list of extant National Planning Guidelines, 
Circulars and Planning Advice Notes. 

Other publications issued by the Scottish Office Environment Department 
include Land Use Summary Sheets and Planning Information Notes. These 
are simply for information and contain no guidance or advice . It is 
proposed to discontinue these series. Whilst they may have proved useful 
in the past, there is now a wide range of technical information of this 
kind already available to planning authorities from other sources . 

The Report by the Planning Exchange considered that the purpose of 
NPGs and their relationship to other guidance was unclear. The purpose 
of NPGs has been to provide locational guidance as explained above. 
Their status in planning law is similar to the status of circulars. 
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However, the distinction between locational and policy guidance has been 
blurred on occasion. It is proposed that a new series be introduced

The Guidelines draw 
attention to types of development and uses of land likely to raise national 
issues; thev suggest where there may be a need for interim development 
control policies in relation to national issues and explain the criteria 
against which certain planning applications may need to be notified to the 
Secretary of State. 

Guidelines were first published in 1974 dealing with North ^ Sea Oil and 
Gas development as it affected the coast. Since then guidelines have 
been added to and revised, with a main revision taking place in 1981.
